ouilook will be improved. After all, world 
© fecoyery is very largely a problem of altitude, 


© tipastio, gon 
forld education, with the special aim of 
advancing material security, is therefore an 


important and urgent task. ‘But the nations 
aimist know more of one another than they 
do today in all that bas to do with their 
farts and literature; their political and 
Sacial institutions ; their popnlar recreations. 
Each of them should strive to be readily 
Jntelligible to the others. The nearer we 
approach to this form of world democracy 
the more secure will be the foundations of 
intemational peace. Thus Broadcasting can 


indirectly save the lives of millions, for 
knowledge will make it increasingly difficult 
for any narrow nationalistic campaign—often 
one of ill-concealed self-interest—to succeed, 
AMERICA, Russia. and Germany, among 
‘others, are mentioned every day in every 
British newspaper. But how far do the masses 
of this country understand even the leading 
characteristics of American, or Russian, ot 
German life? Every day America in some 
department of its education. or recreation 
should be available at British  firesides. 
In the everlasting talk regarding Moscow we 
hear little of Russian calture, yet wireless 
might give us more news of what the great 
new Russian musicians, authors, and scientists 


are doing. And cannot Browde 
to the British multitude some conception of 
the human struggle that’ is going on in 
Germany today in the readjustment to peace- 
time conditions ? 

‘Already some of our finest minds are busy 
laying firmly and securely the foundations 
of the dawning era of world-wide radio, 
They must be encouraged by the thought 
that among the masses everywhere there is 
a latent, but so far only partly expressed, 
demand’ for knowledge, and understanding ; 
and that when the facilities for international 
broadcasting are fully available this desire 
for light and leading will express itself inva 
great advance in every country in all phases 
of human culture,
